The law of 1868 allows two assistant
clerks ; the Democratic Senate had three;

clerks ; they had five ; the law authorizes
two assistant doorkeepers ; they had three;

firemen, where the law allows but oue.—
And ove watchman, one janitor, one
laborer and one assistant librarian, for
none of which was there any provision of
law, to say nothing of nine pages, where
they could legally employ but five.

We thus find 15 Democratic Scnators
voting in 1306 that the Senator needed
no pasters and folders, and 17 Demoera
tic Senators in 1871 voting to employ and
pay nine (including the superiotendent)
of these useless officers. The same 15
